i\jR.  Mayor,  Mrs.  Councillor  M  hitfield,  and  Gentlemen, — 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1931 :  it  is  an 
‘‘Ordinary  Report”  and  is  drawn  up  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the 
Minister  of  Health. 

EXTENSION  OF  BOROUGH. 

This  took  effect  on  April  1st  when  there  was  added  to  the  liorough 
an  area  of  1,272  acres  (376  acres  from  Scalby  Urban  District  and  896 
acres  from  Scarborough  Rural  District),  and  a  population  of  667  (458 
from  Scalby  Urban  District,  and  209  from  Scarborough  Rural  District). 

POPULATION. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  of 
the  borough  was  41,818,  which  exceeds  the  previous  year’s  estimate  by 
758.  In  view,  however,  of  the  fact  that  this  increase  was  mainly  due 
to  the  population  added  on  April  1st,  a  working  population  figure  of 
41,560  has  been  provided  by  the  Registrar  General  for  the  purpose  of 
calculating  vital  statistics  for  the  year. 

BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS. 

There  were  542  live  births  and  576  deaths,  resulting  in  a  natural 
decrease  of  34, 

The  birth-rate  was  13.7.  The  actual  or  crude  death-rate  was  13.9; 
standardised  so  as  to  l)e  comparable  with  other  standardised  death- 
rates,  it  was  11.1.  The  birth  and  death  rates  for  England  and  MMles 
were  14.8  and  11.8  respectively. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  infant  mortalitv  rate  d.e.  the  nuntber  of  deaths  under  1  vea.r 
of  age  per  1,000  live  births)  was  41,  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the 
borough.  For  the  group  of  smaller  towns  (which  include  Scarliorongh) 
it  was  53,  and  for  Ei^gland  and  Wales  59. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Fair  progress  has  been  made  with  diphtheria  immunisation.  Be¬ 
tween  December,  1933,  when  it  was  ])egun,  and  June,  1935,  1,230  children 
have  been  dealt  witb.  While  this  is  not  bad  as  a  Iteginning,  the 
number  is  not  large  enough  to  produce  any  obvious  effect  on  the  incidence 
of  diphtheria.  We  liad  105  cases  of  diphtheria  last  year  and  401  during 
the  last  live  years.  If  we  disregard  the  severe  epidemic  of  1918-20, 
these  are  the  highest  figures  we  have  ever  liad.  This  circumstance,  and 
the  recent  tendency  of  diphtheria  to  increased  severity,  should  induce 
parents  to  take  advantage  of  tlie  offer  of  immunisation. 

CONVERSIONS. 

During  the  year,  47  pail  closets  were  converted  or  abolished.  There 
are  now  only  about  150  left  to  be  dealt  with  by  clearance  schemes  under 
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the  Housing  Acts.  Tlie  Public  Health  Conunittee  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  completion  of  the  task,  undertaken  fifteen  years  ago,  of  converting 
the  1,700  pail  closets  which  then  existed  in  the  town. 

MILK. 

The  average  quality  of  the  milk  sold  in  Scarborough  continues  to 
he  unsatisfactory.  Figures  are  given  in  the  report  which  shew  that  the 
percentage  of  samples  reported  by  the  Puldic  Analyst  to  be  adulterated 
is  three  times  as  high  in  Scarborough  as  it  is  in  England  and  Wales. 
In  regard  to  cleanliness,  on  the  other  hand,  there  was  a  great  improve¬ 
ment  last  year,  85%  of  samples  having  reached  Grade  A  standard. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  125  new  houses  were  Imilt,  62  of  them  l)y  the  Local 
Authority  with  state  assistance. 

Progress  was  made  with  slum  clearance.  In  April  an  Inspector 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  held  a  pubhc  inquiry  into  the  Cross  Street 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  1934,  which  concerned  the  Remaining 
portion  of  the  Cross  Street  area.  The  confirmation  order  was  issued 
in  July.  Four  further  areas  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  namely 
the  William  Street  No.  1,  William  Street  No.  2,  Globe  Street  and  Ebenezer 
Place  areas.  These  were  represented  by  me  in  February,  and  the  Council 
in  June  made  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  in  respect  of  all  four.  The 
Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  and  Confirmation  Orders  followed  in  January 
and  March,  1935,  respectively. 

The  part  of  the  Cross  Street  Area,  to  the  East  of  Friargate  has 
now  been  cleared,  and  a  start  will  very  shortly  he  made  with  the 
remainder. 

The  six  areas  for  which  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  have  been 
made  together  comprise  just  under  four  and  a  half  acres,  306  dwelling 
houses  (in  addition  to  other  buildings)  and  1,278  persons. 

I  am  glad  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  those  ladies  who, 
week  after  week,  some  of  them  for  years,  have  given  their  time  and 
service  to  the  work  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centres.  The  efficiency  of 
that  work  owes  a  great  deal  to  their  help.  Their  names  are :  Miss  M.

2.  MIDWIVES. 


The  Distinct  Nursing  Association  maintains  two  midwives,  and 
towards  their  cost  receives  from  the  Corporation  the  sum  of  £200  annually. 
3Aventy-four  trained  midwives  practised  in  the  town  during  the  year,  of 
whom  16  wnre  general  trained  state-registered  nurses.  There  is  also 
one  untrained  midwife  on  the  roll  who  does  not  practice. 

The  number  of  confinements  attended  in  1933  by  the  D.N.x4.  Mid¬ 
wives  was  186,  and  the  numher  of  visits  paid  to  them  was  4,222. 


S.—LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  followTng  are  the  arrangements  for  the  examination  of  patho¬ 
logical  and  Jiacteriological  specimens  : — 

Examination  of  diphtheria  swabs,  of  sputum  for  tubercle  bacilli,  of 
hair  for  ringworm  in  school  children,  and  the  Widal  test  for  typhoid 
fever  are  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  All  other  examina¬ 
tions,  including  cultural  tests  for  typhoid  bacilli,  meningococci,  etc., 
bacteriological  examination  of  Avater,  etc.,  are  performed  at  the  North 
Riding  Laboratory  of  Pathology  and  Public  Health.

4.— HOSPITALS. 

Fever. — The  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital  is  situated  in  Newijy 
Lane  just  outside  the  borough.  It  consists  of  an  administrative  block, 
a  laundry  block  containing  disinfecting  chambers,  mortuary,  etc.,  a 
])orter’s  lodge  and  discharge  rooms,  and  wards  for  scarlet  fever  (14  beds), 
<^liphtheria  (10  Iteds)  and  o!)servation  (2  beds).  There  is  also  the  open-air 
ward  referred  to  under  tubercluosis.

Tuberculosis. — A  wood-lined  corrugated  iron  pavilion  at  the  Scar- 
horough  isolation  hosjiital  is  used  in  the  summer  months  for  early  cases 
of  tuJ)erculosis,  chiefly  children  of  pre-tuherculous  type. 

For  admissions  during  the  3’^ear  see  al)Ove  under  Fever  Hospitals. 


]\L\ternity. — Five  ])eds  for  cases  recommended  from  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  subsidised  by  the  Corporation  at  Dybdale 
ATirsing  Home,  Avenue  Victoria,  at  a  cost  of  £5  per  annum,  and  £4  4s. 
l)er  bed  per  week  when  occupied. 

Fifty-two  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year,  the  periods  of 
occupation  adding  up  to  104  weeks  and  5  days. 

Twenty-six  of  the  patients  were  delivered  by  midwives,  and  26  by 
their  own  doctors.  There  was  one  still  birth.  Medical  assistance  was 
sought  by  the  midwife  in  eleven  cases.  One  case  of  puerperal  fever  and 
two  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  \vere  notified.  There  was  one  case  of 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  which  recovered  completely.  One:  baby  died, 
the  cause  l)eing  internal  haemorrhage.  Six  l^ahies  were  put  on  to  bottle 
feeding. 


Children. — The  only  hospital  provision  for  children  is  a  ward  in  the 
Scarborough  Hospital  and  Dispensary. 

Orthopaedic  cases  needing  liospital  treatment  are  sent  to  the  York¬ 
shire  Children’s  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  Kirl)ymoorside.  Eleven  Scar- 
horough  children  were  under  treatment  in  the  hospital  during  1034, 
including  three  admitted  during  1033. 

Three  of  tliem,  i)eing  cases  of  tuberculosis,  were  paid  for  by  the 
North  Riding  County  Council.

After  discharge  from  hospital  patients  attend  the  orthopaedic  clinic, 
where  they  are  kept  under  observation  and,  if  necessary,  treatment  by 
splint,  plaster,  massage,  remedial  exercises,  etc. 

The  orthopaedic  clinic  is  conducted  by  the  Council  of  Social  Welfare, 
to  which  the  Education  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committees 
make  grants  calculated  on  an  attendance  basis.  The  clinic  is  held  on 
Friday,  in  the  morning,  at  the  Council  of  Social  Welfare  premises  in 
Elder  Street,^  and  in  the  afternoon  at  the  Scarborough  Hospital.  It  is 
attended  weekly  by  the  orthopaedic  after-care  sister,  and  monthly,  on 
the  first  Friday  afternoon,  by  the  orthopaedic  surgeon.  The  number  of 
attendances  made  last  year  by  Scarborough  children,  exclusive  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  cases,  for  whom  the  North  Riding  County  Council  is  responsible, 
was  936. 

General. — The  Scarborough  Hospital  and  Dispensary,  Friar’s  Entry, 
a  voluntary  general  hospital,  serves  the  town  and  a  large  surrounding 
district.  It  provides  beds  for  medical,  surgical  and  ophthalmic  cases, 
and  has  X-ray,  dental,  ophthalmic,  massage  and  ultra  violet^  ray  depart¬ 
ments,  as  well  as  a  pathological  department  situated  outside  the  hospital. 
The  hospital  contains  70  beds. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  during  193S  was  1,399  the  highest 
figure  so  far  recorded),  and  the  average  daily  number  of  occupied  beds 
63.99.  A  new  hospital  to  contain  140  iieds  is  l»eing  built  on  the  western 
outskirts  of  the  town. 

The  hospital  provides  accommodation  for  tlie  following  public 
services: — 


North  Riding  County  Council :  Veneral  diseases  clinic. 

T ul^erculosis  dispensary. 

Council  of  Social  Welfare :  Orthopaedic  clinic. 

The  M.aternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  School  Clinics  of  the  Cor- 
poration  send  many  children  to  tlie  hospitai  out-patient  department  for 
treatment,  including  a,  considerable  number  fmc  the  removal  of  tonsils 
and  adenoids.  The  hospital  keeps  a  roster  of  the  latter,  and  deals 
with  a  few  of  tliem  every  week. 
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The  Public  Assistance  Infirmary  in  Dean  Pvoad  continues  to  acconimo- 
date  the  same  classes  of  patients  as  it  did  before  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1929,  ca,me  into  force,  including  tuberculous  patients,  maternity 
patients,  mental  patients,  patients  suffering  from  chronic  disease,  and 
aged  and  infirm  persons. 

5.  MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

The  County  Council  has  delegated  to  the  Corporation  ifs  functions 
as  Local  Supervising  Authority  under  the  Midwives  iVcts.  The  registra¬ 
tion  and  supervision  of  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes  remains,  however, 
ill  the  hands  of  the  County  Council. 

6.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS, 

ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN  IN 
THE  BOROUGH. 

The  S.  Mary’s  Rescue  Home,  21,  Albemarle  Crescent,  provides 
accommodation  for  unmarried  mothers  and  their  infants  before  and  after 
child-birth.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

The  investigation  of  maternal  deaths  is  undertaken  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  association  with  the  practitioner  (if  any)  who  con¬ 
ducted  the  labour. 

Investigation  of  cases  of  puerperal  fever  is  also  undertaken  by  the 
medical  officer  of  health.  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out 
at  the  North  Riding  Laboratory  of  Pathology  and  Public  Health,  Scar¬ 
borough;  consultant  services  are  availabJe  l)y  arrange-ment  with  the 
honorary  surgeons  of  tlie  fiospital,  and  nursing  services  are  provided  by 
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the  Scarborough  District  Nursing  Association.  Cases  of  puerperal  fever 
are  iisuall}^  admitted  to  the  general  iiospital. 

A  stock  of  sterilized  inaternity  outfits  is  maintained  in  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  department  for  issue  on  payment.  Each  outfit  con¬ 
sists  of  a  l)ag  containing  9  large  and  9  medium  sanitary  pads,  1  Ih. 
of  cotton  wool,  and  a  su])ply  of  ganze.  Ihe  charge  is  3/-,  of  which 
1/-  is  refunded  on  return  of  the  l)ag. 

HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  two  health  visitors  divide  tlie  town  between  them,  and  each 
is  responsible  for  the  visiting  of  infants  under  1  year  and  children  between 
1  and  5  years  in  her  area.

SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

OF  THE  AREA. 

WATEIi. 

The  water  supply  of  Scarhorough  is  obtained  from  the  Corallian 
limestones  and  grit,  tapjjed  at  Irton  by  two  wells  with  hore-holes,  428 
and  430  feet  deep  respectively,  at  Cayton  Ray  by  a  spring,  and  at 
Gsgodby  by  a  well  127  feet  deep. 

Irton  {)rovides  the  bulk  of  the  supply,  (tndon  being  a  useful  addition. 
Gsgodby  is  not  used. 
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Tliroughout  t)ie  year  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  from 
each  source  were  made  by  me.  The  results  are  shown  briefly  in  the 
following  table : — 
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In  addition  to  these  complete  examinations,  the  Irton  filtered  water 
was  tested  136  times  during  the  year  for  the  presence  of  B.  coli  only. 


Tljis  is  now  done  three  times  a'  week,  B.  coli  was  absent  from  100  c.c.  13a  times  and  jireseiit  in  100 

c.c.  tiiree  times,  twice  in  January  and  once  in  August. 

It  will  be  seen  tb.al  Irton  water,  after  precipitation  and  filtration,  is  a  pure  and  safe  water. 

The  Cayton  Bay  spring  provides  a.  very  pure  water  indeed.

C.LOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


During  the  year  47  pail  closets  were  converted  into  water-closets, 
or  abolished.  This  reduces  the  number  of  pail  closets  in  the  town  to 
about  150,  wliich,  being  in  unhealthy  areas,  will  he  dealt  with  by 
clearance  under  the  Housing  Acts.  We  thus  reach  the  end  of  a  task 
undertaken  fifteen  years  ago,  namely,  the  abolition  of  the  1,700  pail  closets 
which  then  existed  in  the  town.  Their  presence  was  a  danger  to  the 
j)ul)lic  health,  and  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  successive  chief 
sanitary  inspectors  are  to  he  congratulated  on  their  success  in  dealing 
with  them. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

We  receive  a  free  supply  of  2,000  copies  monthly  of  Better  Health,” 
tlie  journal  published  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education.  A 
contribution  by  the  ^Medical  Officer  of  Health  appears  in  it  every  month. 

These  are  distributed  mainly  to  teachers  and  senior  children  in 
the  schools,  and  also  in  the  school  clinics,  in  the  maternity  and  child 
welfare  clinics,  to  l)oy  scouts  and  girl  guides,  to  boys’  clubs,  to  St.  John 
Ambulance  ^Association  and  British  Red  Cross  Society  detachments,  and 
to  the  Scarl)orough  HospitaJ.

liAlS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTJON  ACT,  1919. 

Sustained  efforts  were  continued  during  tlie  year  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  and  mice.  Forty-seven  complaints  were  received  and  attended 
to  during  the  year;  advice  and  assistance  was  given  in  each  instance. 
Sewers  were  regularly  baited ;  the  Corporaiion  tip  was  also  treated  from 
time  to  time,  hut  since  controlled  tipping  was  introduced  the  number  of 
rats  here  is  aluiost  nil. 

Allotments,  piggeries,  and  other  suspected  premises  where  rats 
lisually  infest  were  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  the  necessary 
measures  w’ere  taken  to  eliminate  the  rodents  found. 

Five  hundred  baits  were  laid  on  the  fish  pier  and  on  vessels,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Harbour  Commissioners. 

Three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three  bodies  of  rats  were  received 
at  the  Corporation  Depot,  Dean  Road;  a  head  rate  of  threepence  was 
paid  for  all  rats  caught  within  the  Rorough  and  brought  to  the  Depot.

It  appears  from  tliis  table  that  adulteration  of  the  milk  sold  in 
Scarborough  is  three-  times  the  average.  That  this  should  continue  year 
after  year  is  not  a  credit  to  the  town. 

Fifty  samples  of  Certified  milk,”  one  of  “  Czrade  A  ”  and  two  of 
Pasteurised  milk  were  also  examined  and  found  to  he  up  to  the  required 
standards. 

Thirty-four  samples  of  milk  produced  in  the  liorough,  and  14  pro¬ 
duced  outside  were  examined  biologically  for  tubercle  bacilli.  Three  of 
the  former  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli — all  Ihree  were  infected 
by  the  same  cow,  winch  WTiS  traced  and  slaughtered.  The  samples  pro¬ 
duced  outside  the  borough  were  all  negative.

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IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHEIUA. 

This  was  begun  at  tlie  end  of  11)33  and  has  since  made  fairly  good 
progress.  For  a  time  we  schick  tested  all  the  children  who  presented 
themselves,  hut  l)efore  long  discontinued  this  in  children  less  than  eight 
years  old.  The  prophylactic  we  have  used  has  been  T.A.F.  given  sub¬ 
cutaneously  in  1  c.c.  doses  at  fortnightly  intervals,  except  for  a  short 
period  when,  T.A.F.  not  being  available,  we  had  to  substitute  F.T.  With 
the  latter  we  got  some  sharp  local  reactions.  In  only  one  or  two  cases 
have  Ave  had  reactions,  and  then  ordy  mild  and  transient,  after  T.A.F. 
Small  groups  of  Children  (15  and  14  in  number)  were  immunised  with 
A.P.T.  in  two  small  doses  with  a  three  weeks’  interval.

Of  292  schick  positive  children  who  received  tliree  injections  of 
T.A.F.,  288  (98.6%)  were  found  schick  negative  on  re-testing  after  three 
months  or  more ;  the  other  four  required  one  or  more  additional  injections. 
One  schick  positive  child  developed  diplitheria  and  became  schick  nega¬ 
tive.  Sixteen  schick  positive  children  (including  -seven  who  completed 
the  immunising  course  of  three  injections)  have  dropped  out  for  one  reason 
or  another,  and  663  children  await  their  re-schick.  (The  29  children  who 
were  immunised  with  xA.P.T.  complete  the  total).

METEOROLOGY. 


SijNSHiNE. — The  sunshine  ohservations  are  taken  with  a  Caniphell- 
Stokes  recorder.  In  most  favourable  circumstances  sunshine  can  be 
recorded  when  the  sun  is  3"  above  the  horizon,  i.e.,  20  minutes  after 
sunrise  or  20  minutes  before  sunset;  but  this  implies  a  very  clear 
atmosphere.  In  general,  for  half  an  hour  at  either  end  of  a  fine  day 
there  is  no  trace  of  a  burn  on  the  sunshine  card,  so  that  the  effective 
length  of  the  ^‘possible”  duration  of  ‘Mmight  sunshine”  is  normally 
about  an  hour  less  than  the  length  of  day.”  The  sunshine  recorder 
is  situated  in  the  x\lexandra  Gardens. 

Rainfall. — A  5"  Gauge  is  used,  the  rim  of  which  is  13"  off  the 
ground.  It  is  situated  about  50  feet  from  the  South  side  of  the  Towji 
Hall.
